Thoms  J*  spent  his  early  years  in  Cartwright  Town  ship,  Sender,  on  County*  Ho  narriod 
julina  A*  Lanbort  on  Octbor  4 ,1844  .Julina  was  bom  Octobor  29,1820  in  Tascvoll  Otrr.ty 
VIRGINIA  in  tho  western  tip  of  tho  Stato.  Sho  wa3  called  Angelina  oonotinoo*  Cho  woo 
tho  socond  child  of  a  family  of  sovon  children  bom  to  Philip  Lcr.bcrt  b«8A3A791  and 
Sarah  tfagonor  (op?)

inclinod  as  in  July  I850  u  County  Board  appointod  Thonas  J*,H*A*Lambort  (likely  a  oon  ^

.Vhon  Thonas  J*  applied  for  honventsadrhij,  in  7,'arron  County  ho  signed  tho  paporo 
Thor. as  J.—  his  tombstone  roads  Thoms  J-—  nnd  the  family  Bible  mads  Thorns  J.— and 
sovorol  places  in  the  /arron  County  History  ho  is  mentioned  as  Thonas  J* 

My  fathor  Thor.a3  Jams  sinnard  b.jan *9*1873  vas  only  two  years  old  when  hio  grand¬ 
father  diocl  March  17,1875  so  ho  had  no  memory  of  him*  Ho  spoke  of  his  Grandnothor 
Julina  (or  Angelina).  Ho  ’.too  the  first  grand -son  and  was  olovon  whon  sho  diod  in  1384

John  L*  Sizmn rd  wcs  barn  Dcc*14,l8l3  in  south-west  Ohio(likoly  either  tfarron, 
Clormont  or  Butlar  County)  Ho  r:z3  tho  neeond  child  of  Abraham  bl791  and  Mary  A.rn 
( Lewis )  Sinnard  .V7hen  ho  was  six  years  old  in  1819  ho  moved  with  his  parents, and  hie 
older  brother  Thomas  J.,  end  younger  sister  and  brother,  Elizabeth  R.  and  William  to 
Carturight  Township,  Sangmon  County,  Ill.  (Sangamon  County  was  formed  from  Madison 
County  in  1820) 

He  grew  up  in  this  northwest  part  of  the  County.  In  1836  he  moved  to  New  Lexington, 
Van  Buren  Co^inty,  Iowa.  The  name  of  this  community  was  changed  to  Bonaparte  1/19/U342 
(it  is  on  the  Des  Moines  River  a  town  of  less  than  600  people  in  1966)  Iowa  was  a 
territory  until  it  was  admitted  into  $he  Union  in  1846 

He  returned  to  Sangamon  County, Ill  and  on  April  6,1837  he  married  Amanda  Malvina 
Sinnard  b.6/8/l8l7  Amanda  was  the  6th  child  of  Williem  Sinnard  bl785  Penn.  John  and 
his  wife  moved  to  Iowa  soon  after  this  and  in  1838  a  son  Courtland  CHAD3URN  Sinnard 
was  bom.  His  middle  name  was  his  grand-mothers  maiden  name. (Mary  Chodbum  b.1795 
in  Mass.)  John  and  his  wife  parted  and  Amanda  returned  to  Illinois  with  their  son 
and  dm  3/6/1846  she  marriedTSohn  Hand.  Courtland  was  raised  by  them  and  with  his 
step  -brother  John  Hand .( Thomas  Hand  her  husband.) 

John  L*  Sinnard  married  Polly  Ann  Rubel  Sept.12,1843  in  Van  Buren  County, Iowa, 
and  soon  afterwards  moved  to  T7apello  County.  His  folks  went  there  in  1845—  Polly 
Rubel  was  a  native  of  eastern  part  of  Tenn.  There  were  no  children  from  this  union. 

In  the  spring  of  1868  John  L*  and  "Aunt  Polly"  moved  to  Oskaloosa,  Kansas. 

(named  after  Oskaloosa, Iowa  I  was  told)  He  continued  his  farming  and  stock  raising  in 
Jefferson  County,  and  was  very  succesful.  His  niece  Hattie  (Sinnard)  Pashley,  who 
was  raised  in  this  vicinity  spoke  of  him  frequently.  She  said  he  was  a  very  handsome 
man  and  an  extremely  talented  horseman.  Abraham  Sinnard  JR.bl827,  John  L»’s  brother 
had  moved  to  Kansas  Territory  in  l854.Kanaas  became  a  State  January  29,1861 

Their  home  was  in  the  outskirts  of  Oskaloosa.  John  and  Polly  were  closely 
associated  with  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church.  I  do  not  know  yet  when  Polly  died, 
but  John  L .Sinnard  died  April  4th  1886 

John’s  son  by  his  first  marriage  went  to  Kansas  as  a  young  man  and  lived  around 
Oskaloosa.  Later  on  around  Orlando  an  Perry, Oklahoma  before  he  went  to  Pleasanton 
Kansas  where  Courtland’s  son  John  L«  bl872  had  been  living.  This  is  where  Courtland 
died  and  is  buried. 

The  following  story  has  to  do  with_A  &INNARDback  in  Van  Buren  County,  Iowa  in  1837^ 

I  do  not  know  if  this  was  JOHN  or  some  other  Sinnard  but  you  mghdt  feel  it  interesting 


«  Mr.  McKemey  was  looking  at  the  stage  coach  that  was  coming  into  the  town 
(new  Lexington  then  )  I"&was  very  heavily  loaded.  There  were  eleven  Indians  in  the 
stage  and  an  interpreter  who  was  riding  along  side  of  the  driver.  Hr.  McKemey’ e 
attention  was  given  to  the  strange  conduct  of  the  driver.  In  1837  the  brake-loc/ 
had  not  been  invented, and  it  was  necessary  to  stop  and  chain  a  wheel  before  descend¬ 
ing  a  hill,  in  this  instance  the  strap  on  one  of  the  horses  had  broken, and  the  street 
being  very  steep  the  driver  endeavored  to  control  the  speed  by  cramping  the  wheels, 
and  thuis  breaking  the  descent,  just  tho  reverse  of  what  a  ship  does  when  tacking 
against  the  wind.  Mr  Me  Kemey  saw  that  the  coach  must  upset, and  sure  enough  jus 
as  it  came  opposite  him  it  lost  its  balance  and  emptied  its  load  of  Indiansmdnve 
Md  interpreter  at  Kr.KcKemoy's  feet.  One  of  the  Indians  leaped  to  hie  fset 
on  incited  manner  exclaimed,  »  This  breaks  the  contract,  this  breaks  ®  « 

nas  Black  Hawk  the  Indian  Chief.  Later  Mr.  Me  Korney  was  at  the  Indian  village 
opposite  Iowa  villa,  and  the  interpreter  introduced  him  to  Black  H^k.  The  young 
could  not  converse  in  English, but  when  he  .learned  that  Mr.  Lc  Kemey  h<_d 
ent  to  the  Btage  coach  he  became  very  friendly  and  affable.  ..  _„th 

Black  Hawk^ died  in  1838,  and  his  people  buried  him  fully  equipped 
in  a  sitting  position.  A  certain  Doctor  Turner  of  Keokuk, la.  conceived  the  ^eteatab 
scheme  of  stealing  the  chief’s  body  and  of  obtaining  money  by  exhibiting  it.  ~fte 
exhuming  the  body  he  boxed  it  and  hired  Robert  Moore ,xnsw  a  well  known  fanner  01 
Glasgow,  then  living  at  L exAn^cn ,  on  the  DesMoines  river,  to  take  the  box  to  Keokuk 
for  him.  Moore  was  going  wilfc  emp*?  ^gon  to  procure  merchandise  for  a  man  named 
SINNARD  ,  and  took  the  box  to  entirely  ignorant  of  what  it  contained,  fro n  t  1 

"Doctor” Turner  reached  St  .Louis  with  his  stolen  corps  he  found  himself  despised  Dy 
most  everyone.  The  Indians  grieved  so  much  over  their  great  father  that  the  S 
mont  officials  interested  themselves  in  recovering  tho  remains,  with  the  intent 
recovering  and  restoring  thorn  to  tho  Indians,  but  they  were  committed  to  the  5.__ 

of  a  Doctor  in  Quincy, Ill*  who  forwarded  then  to  J.C.Holl  of  Burlington,  w  0  P 
them  in  a  box  and  delivered  to  Dr.Hicox;  but  they,  were  unfortunately  conpun 
fire  that  burned  the  office,  and  of  course  could  not  be  returned  to  the  Indian  •

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In  my  search  to  learn  about  earlier  Sinnard' 6  I  was  quite  surprised  to  find 
that  the  name  had  been  spelled  in  MANY  ways.  The  most  frequent  spellings  were 
smUMD u  SINARD,  SINNERD,  SINIARD,  SHINARD,  SHINNARD,  SYNNARD,  SINYARD,  SHUUARD, 
SHUMMARD,  LINNARD •  Our  sources  of  information  were  mainly*  TaX  rolls,  CENSUS  reports, 

deeds  5heISStSINAibWi?irench .  Hattie  Sinnard  Pashley,  grandaughter  of  Abraham  Sinnard 
who  was  born  in  1791  Bourbon  County, Ky-  wrote  an  Autobiography  about  1909/1914  It  contains 

qq  pages  of  very  interesting  information  about  her  life* —  It  starts  out  My  ancestry  on  my 
father's  side  came  fromthe  north  of  Ireland,  and  .settled  in  Now  England  shortly  before  the 
independence  of' the  Colonies  ,w*s  declared.  My  great  grandfather  took  sid»s  with  the 
Colonists,  and  was  killed  in  the  Revolutionary  War.  His  comrade  after  the  close  of  the  War, 
married  my  great  grandmother,  and  took  her  with  mv  grandmother  to  Kentucky.  In  1811  my  grand- 
mother  was  married  to  my  grandfather  who  was  he/  cousin,  and  they  moved  to  Ohio,  from  which 
State  grandfather  enlisted  in  the  3ar  of  1812  leaving  grandmother  ritha  one  month  old  boy-— 

I  will  mention  parts  of  this  Autobiography  later  on.  Hattie  was  born  in  1|68  and  d^ed  in  l,o3 
having  attained  95  years.  Her  mind  was  EXTREMELY  keen.  However  after  she  wrote  the  Autobiography 
we  learned  from  a  note  book  record  found  in  the  old  BIBLE  that  her  Grandfather  Abraham  did 

not  marry  in  "Kentucky  but  took  place  in  Clermont  County,  oHfS* 

Aunt  Hattie  Pashley  frequently  remarked  the  SINNARD 's  were  Hugenots,  a  designation  for 
French  orotestants  in  the  period  the  religious  wars  of  France  in  the  16th  Century.  They  were 
exiled  *  going  to  Holland,  Prussia,  Switzerland,  Germany, British  Isles.  Naturally  there  was 
n^TroV^and  understand  and  created  unrest  in  being  accepted  so  there  was  some 
movement  after  leaving  France.  ’  y  By  the  1700’ e  many  Hugenots  were  arriving  in  New  York, 
Chesapeake  Bay  area,  Virginia,  and  North  Carolina.  As  a  class  these  French  exiles  were 

skilled  artisans  with  many  skills  ,^5-5?

It  is  a  matter  of  history  that  the  Englis 
Crown  appealed  to  those  HUGENOTS  within  her  borders  who  v/ere  skilled  Textile  workers,  to  go  to 
North  Ireland  to  try  to  save  that  industry  there-  One  report  says  many  Hugenots  accepted  this 
attractive  offer  in  order  to  earn  passage  money  to  the  American  Coionios .  Aether  this^s  the 
case  of  our  forbears'  presence  in  North  Ireland,  we  can't  say,—  the  last  of  the  family 
Legend  says*  "  they  sailed  from  Dublin  for  America  and  debarked  near  Baltimore, Mary land . 
Maryland's  Hall  of  Records  say  they  have  no  record  of  any  Sinard  Aebarkingonthei r  s  ores ; 
they  pointed  out  that  ship  loads  of  immi- grants  were  so  numerous  in  the  1700  that  every 
cove  on  each  side  of  Chesepeake  Bay  was  a  landing  place*  therefore  keeping  records  of_all 
those  entering  our  land  was  impossible.

I  found  this  information  in  the  same  source  as  the  above  TAX  RECORD -  In  1733  the  population 

of  Hopewell  Township,  York  County  Penn  was  866-  contained  I36  dwellings,  91  barns,  4  grist  mills. 
15»223  acres  of  cultivated  land.  The  original  settlers  were  generally  Scotch-Irish  Presbyterians 
A  few  German  settlers  settled  in  the  northern  part  a  few  yeara  later* 

Can  I  injact  at  this  time  that  in  1965  while  in  Scotland  I  learned  of  a  small  village  about 
23  miles  west  of  Aberdeen, Scotland  a  snail  village  named  SINNAHARD-I  wonder  if  possibly  this  is

Pennsylvania  was  the  largest  State  with  434,373 —  Maryland  319, 728, Ky  73,677 
The  largest  concentration  of  people  of  course  lived  along  the  coast,  and  communities  like 
Hopewell  Township, Penn  were  as  we  would  express  it  today—*  Out  in  the,  sticks* —  The  records 
in  Washington  D.C.  for  Revolutionary  soldiers  for  Penn,  is  not  complete.  It  shows  no  SINMARD'3

In  1925  Aunt  Hattie  Sinnard  Pashley  contacted  the  widow  of  a  cousin  of  hers .  Mary  Ann 
3innard  b  10/27/1823  was  an  older  sister  of  Abraham  Sinnard  JUNIOR  b7/5A827>  Aunt  Hatties  father. 
Mary  Ann  married  a  William  Smith  in  1840  and  they  had  5  children.  Their  first  child  was  GEORGS 

LEWIS  SMITH  b  6/18/1845  and  he  married  Isabelle  Cameron  in  1880  and  it  was  this  lady  that  fumis* 

hed  Aunt  Hattie  with  FOUR  pages  from  the  old  Abraham  Sinnard  family  Bible  that  had  recorded  on 
them  BIRTHS,  MARRIAGES,  DEATHS  of  a  number  of  Abraham’s  and  Mary’s  children 

Isabelle  Smith  al30  enclosed  an  old  DEED  or  INDENTURE  as  it  was  termed.  It  was  for  Lot 
#18  in  New  Richmond, Clermont  County, Ohio.  Abraham  Sinnard  (Sinnerd)  received  this  Deed  Aug  5»l3l' 
Also  she  sent  several  pages  of  an  old  note  book  4X6£  inches  On  the  first  page  of  this  note  book 
was  recorded  the  information  I  showed  at  the  top  of  this  page  italicized*  On  other  pages  of 
this  old  worn  notfbook  were  the  cost  figures  for  improvemsnte  that  were  used  in  the  construction 
of  thehome  on  Lot  #18  as  mentioned  in  the  old  Indenture.  The  English  POUND  was  the  monetary 
system  used.  The  spelling  and  terminology  I  think  are  very  interesting-*  the  improvementof  lot 
number  18  beginning  July  20,l8l5~  timber  hewing  and  hawling-plank  and  hawling-shingles  and 
ha  wling-  nailes-  hawling  stone  and  mason  work-  brick  hawling-  lime  and  la  ying  up-  glass  and 
setting-  abanfor  the  chimney  (aban  is  what  ???)-laying  upper  floor  -  chinking  ahd  plastering- 
carpenter  work-  harth  etc.  Some  names  noted  in  the  book  were  Scott  Martin  four  dollars 
in  Deposit  the  above  redeived.--  D.Miller  A  Ponkepile  cost  1135  (???)  Y.Pearce  A  Kirkpatrick 
cost  8629—  John  Connell  39,  41,  39 »  12,  barrels  of  com-.  There  was  a  list  of  14  barrels 
of  corn  showing  their  weights  and  they  pertained  to  a  WAGNER —  lists  of  supplies  were  also 
entered  in  this  little  note  book  including  hams,  venison  chees,  bread  potatoes,  coffee, 

ehougar  (sugar  0 f  course)  The  na  me  Claywell  was  mentioned  in  the  list. _ 

When  Aunt  Hattie  Sinnard  Pashley  realized  I  was  interested  in  GENEAOLOGY  she  wanted  me  to 
heave  the  above  mentioned  papers  to  help  piecing  the  Sinnard  tree.  She  gave  me  some  old  lette 
written  1925  to  1926  from  people  3he  had  corresponded  with  in  regard  to  Sihnard  name  and  a  few 
notes  she  had  written  opinions  on  herself.

WE  HAVE  NOT  YET  PROVEN  who  were  the  paronts  of  Abraham  Sinnard  bl791  Kentucky 
We  know  that  Abraham  had  a  brother  named  WILLIAM  SINNARD  born  Feb .20,1785  in  PENNSYLVANIA 
F&milieV  were  large  in  those  days  and  likely  these  two  brothers  had  sisters  and  brothers*  We 
are  very  much  interested  in  finding  this  out  too. 

Both  Abraham  and  William  had  large  families-  TWELVE  children  each.  WITH  THE  HELP  OF  MA^JY 
PEOPLE  MUCH  INFORMATION  of  both  brothers  has  been  acquired.  The  Abraham  family  requires  13 
legal  size  pages  to  outline;  and  William’s  family  takes  20  pages. 

On  May  16,  1796  Abraham  being  4  yrs  old, likely  accompanied  the  Sinnard  family  when  they 
moved  to  Clermont  County,  OHIO,  a  distance  of  approximately  45  miles.  It  was  known  at  this  time 
as  the  VIRGINIA  MILITARY  DISTRICT.  Among  prominent  Revolutionary  War  soldiers  receiving  allot¬ 
ments  of  land  were  Generals  George  Washington,  George  Rogers  Clark,  and  Daniel  Morgan .General 
Washingtons  tract  amounted  to  3,051  acres  in  Clermont  County.  We  haven't  as  yet  checked  the 
records  of  this  area  to  learn  if  any  of  the  Sinnards*  ware  allotted  land.  On  page  ?#2  I  showed 
the  Militia  (Penn)  record  of  THREE  Sinnards  (var&aas  spellings)-  THOMAS,  JOHN,  ABRAHAM.  —  I  feel 
STRONGLY"  THAT  THOMAS  might  be  our  Abraham's  father;  for  it  was  THOMAS  that  was  in  Bourbon  County 
KY.  in  1793  and  1792 

The  land  immediately  to  the  west  of  VIRGINIA  MILITARY  DISTRICT  was  called  CONGRESS 
1798-1801  LANDS.  Ohio  was  adraittled  to  the  Union  March  3,1803  being  the  17th  State.  There 
were  MANY  Sinnards  (  variant  spellings)  inthie  south-west  OHIO  locality  in  the  period  of 
1790-  1850  in  Butler,  Clermont,  Warren,  Greene,  Hamilton,  Montgomery,  and  Clinton  Counties 
This  section  of  Ohio  ie  termed  the  Miami  Valley  and  is  flat  fertile  land  along  the  Miami  River 
which  empties  into  the  Ohio  River  just  west  of  Cincinnati. 

When  Abraham  was  a  little  over  ninteen  years  old  he  married  MARY  ANN  LEWIS  Sept  2,l8lO 
She  was  Abraham's  cou3in*aiid  was  born  also  in  Kentucky  on  May  22,  1792.  The  wedding  took  place 
in  Clermont  County  Ohio,  and  Reverend  Silue  Hutchinson  officiated.  Mary  Ann  Lewie  was  the 
daughter  of  a  JOHN  LEWIS,  and  Aunt  Hattie  had  been  informed  he  had  served  in  the  Revolutionary 
War. 

Mrs.  Ellen  Druery  of  Louisville, Nobr.  a  descendant  of  William  Sinnard  (Abe’s  brother)  sent 
me  a  copyrighted  Record  of  "S"  pages  of  Clermont  County  Records  and  it  reads* 

SHUMARD,  Abraham  married  MARY  LEWIS  2  Sept,  1810  1800/1821 

and  the  next  name  listed  was  t  PERIOD 

SHUMARD,  SAMUEL  married  ELIZABETH  CONRAD  -  April  1807

Thomas  J.  Sinnard  the  first  child  of  Abraham  and  Mary  was  born  June  12,l8ll.  According  to 
Aunt  Hattie  Pashley  as  she  had  been  told  his  full  name  was  THOMAS  JEFFERSON  SINNARD •  It  could 
well  be  that  this  is  true.  Seems  like  many  pioneer  families  named  their  children  after  well 
known  people.  Thomas  JEFFERSON  was  in  the  "limelight"  at  this  f  ■-

Abraham- enlisted  in  Capt.  Qzu  Me  Means  Company  on  the  7th  of  August  1812 .  This  7/as 
Colonel  Suttins  Regiment.  He  rendevoused  at  Cincinnati, Ohio  and  marched  out  to  Urbana,Ohic 
there  he  joined  General  Tuppers  Brigade  and  marched  to  Picua,  Ohio  to  guard  a  treaty  with  the 
Indians  after  which  he  was  ordered  to  Fort  Barber  and  then  discharged  on  the  11th  day  of 
February  1813 .  It  was  not  until  1853  or  1854  when  he  received  a  Land  VJarrant  for  this  service 
He  likely  excarcised  this  grant  while  living  in  Wapello  County, Iowa.  I  hope  we  can  learn  this 
and  other  things  from  records  in  the  county-seat  at  Ottumwa,  Iowa 


In  the  1815  to  1817  period  the  evidence  on  page  // 3  shov/n  in  the  Indenture  and  old  note 
book  about  the  Lot$l8  and  materials  used^.’  makes  us  believe  they  were  living  in  New  Richmond, 0. 
This  Ohio  River  town  is  approximately  30  to  35  miles  from  both  LEBANON  in  Warren  County, 0*  and 
Hamilton  city  in  BUTLER  County.  It  was  in  these  two  communities  where  our  strain  of  Sinnard's 
were  living. 


In  1819  the  Miami  Valley  was  plagued  by  an  unusual  weather  condition.  An  exceptional  wet 
spring  was  followed  by  an  unbearable  hot  dry  summer  and  fall  and  well  into  the  winter  and 
caused  much  sickness  and  many  died  or  moved  from  the  area  • 

The  plague  might  be  the  reason  for  their  move  to  Illinois  on  Oct  14,1819  Many  settlers 
were  headed  on  to  Indiana  and  Illinois  at  this  time.  The  first  four  children  of  Abe  and  Mary 

were  born  in  Ohio - Thomas  J.  in  1811,  John  LewiB  Sinnard  1813,  Eliza  R.  1815,  and 

William  l8l8 .

Many  moved  by  boat  or  rafts  down  the  Ohio  River  to  the  tip  of  Ill,  then  up  the  Mississippi 
to  St.Louis,  Hannibal, Mo  and  other  towns.  One  branch  of  Sinnard's  we  know  for  sure  took  the 
river  route  to  Brunswick,  Mo.  on  the  Missouri  River.  Our  Abraham  and  family  could  have  taken 
pretty  much  this  route  only  it  would  have  been  up  the  Illinois  River  to  the  fork  of  Sangamon 
River,  that  runs  not  far  from  Pleasant  Plains.  In  checking  Abraham's  record  in  Springfield 
it  appears  that  from  1822  to  1828  he  was  active  in  politics  confined  to  Richland  Township. 

Sangamon  County  was  formed  from  a  part  of  Madison  County  in  1821.  Illinois  was  not  yet  a 
year  old  when  Abraham  moved  to  the  State.

Cartwright  Township  and  Richland  are  in  the  far  north-west  part  of  Sangamon  County, and 
possibly  10  to  12  miles  from  Springfield.  It  was  here  on  a  farm  between  Petersburg  and 
Springfield,  on  the  State  Road  that  Abraham  lived  and  raised  his  family.  He  operated  a  flax -mill 
in  connection  with  his  farming.  This  locality  is  justt  a  little  south  of  NEW  SALEM, Ill.  where 
Abraham  Lincoln  lived  before  going  to  Springfield  and  later  on  to  Washington  as  President. 

Aunt  Hattie  Sinnard  Pashley  wrote  the  following  in  her  Autobiography - *  After  the  death  of 

my  great  grandmother's  second  husband,  the  old  lady  came  to  live  with  my  grandmother  where  she 
was  in  the  eyes  of  her  grandchildren,  a  remarkable  woman,  who  remembered  her  as  one  absolutely 
without  fear.  I  remember  one  story  of  herein  particular  told  to  me  in  my  childhood  which 
impressed  me  greatly  and  which  was  probably  built  upon  a  very  meagre  foundation,  the  story  goes, 
that  one  evening  as  the  family  gathered  in  the  candle  light  to  pass  the  time  before  the  retiring 
hour  in  exchanging  stories  of  adventure  and  bravery,  my  great  grandmother  ,  who  was  described 
as  weighing  ninety  pounds,  a  woman  with  piercing  black  eyes  and  black  hair,  and  who  at  this 
time  was  about  eighty  years  old,  said  "  I  wouldn't  be  afraid  if  a  snake  ehould  drop  down  from 
the  rafters'  at  my  feet.  I'd  stamp  it  to  death".  As  she  spoke,  a  huge  black  snake  uncoiled 
itself,  and  dropped  from  the  rafters,  fell  at  the  old  lady's  feet;  and  we  wore  told  that  she 
did  jump  up  and  stamp  the  reptile  until  it  lay  dead  upon  the  puncheon  floor.—  she  continues 
"  I  think  this  story  should  be  taken  with  a  grain  of  salt,  but  it  served  in  our  childhood  to 
instill  into  us  some  idea  of  courage,  and  perhaps  made  us  try  to  emulate  in  some  degree  the 
bravery  or  our  little  ancestor. 


The  Autobiography  continues—"  My  grandfather's  family  was  a  large  one -Aunt  Hatties  father 
Abraham  JR  was  born  7/5A827  in  Sangamon  County  and  was  the  ninth  child.  In  order  to  keep  his 
sons  busy  grandfather  xope rated  oil  mills  on  the  farm  for  the  manufacture  of  flaxseed  oil.  He  also 
had  a  skill  as  a  builder,  and  my  father  also  received  training  not  usually  given  to  boys,  which 
came  about  in  this  way.  YThen  he  was  a  child  of  eight  or  nine  he  was  afflicted  with  a  skin, 
disease  which  made  it  impossible  for  him  to  wear  clothing  suitable  for  school,  his  garments 
consisted  of  loose,  soft  linen  or  "  tow  linen",  as  it  wqs  called  in  that  day.  This  0^  course

The  log  houses,  stores 
post  office,  and  other  buildings  are  built  on  the  same  foundations  as  the  original 
buildings-  In  my  opinion  it  is  one  of  the  historical  shrines  in  our  country  and  suggest 
that  those  with  SINHARD  blood  in  their  veins  should  walk  thru  these  grounds. 

Our  Abraham  was  a  "Whig",  and  afterwards  a  Republican  in  politics* .The  first  marriage 
in  Sangamon  County  after  thA  organization  of  the  County  performed  by  ABRAHAM  SINNARD  on 
April  20,1821  for  William  Moss  and  Peggy  Sims.  Abraham  was  Justice  of  Peace  by  virtue  of  a 

license  issued  by  Chas.  R.  Mathny,  County  Clerk. - Some  of  the  Sangamon  County  records  show 

his  name  spelled  Sinyard,  Sennerd,  Sinard;  end  the  1850  U*S.  Census  in  Iowa( Wapello  County) 

showed  it  SYNNARD* - The  following  information  might-  be  of  interest  to  some*

Recall  Abraham  Sinnard  had  a  brother  WILLIAM  Sinnard  born  2/20/1 785  in  PENNSYLVANIA . 

He  y/as  eleven  years  old  when  the  family  moved  to  Ohio  from  Ky.  I  found  and  checked  out  the 
1820  Census  of  Turtle  Creek  Tvm,  town  of  LEBANON,  County  of  Warren,  OHIO  report  and  found 
the  report  tallies  out  in  regard  to  Sta.his  wife  Mary  and  the  then  living  children-  HOWEVER 
there  was  A  female  shown  on  the  census  over  45  years  of  age.

If  you  will  recall  on  the  previous  page  Aunt  Hattie  Sinnard  Pashley  in  ner  Autobiography 
mentions  her  great  grandmother  being  a  member  of  a  Sinnard  houshold.  This  person  just  might 
be  the  MOTHER  of  William  1785  and  our  Abraham  1791  The  1850  Census  for  William  Sinnard 
in  Sangamon  County  does  not  show  this  elderly  woman}  ot^ier  members  tallied  out.(  Wm.diedl856

In  1845  Abraham  moved  to  Wapello  County,  IOWA*  Two  sons  Thomas  J.  and  John  Lewis  Sinnar 
had  proceeded  him  there. (  Iowa  became  a  State  12/28/1846  )  There  had  been  a  treaty  with  the 
Indians  made  in  1842  which  forbade  the  use  to  white  men.  On  May  1,1843  the  land  was 
"thrown  open"  90  actually  there  v/aa  really"no  first  settler." 


He  located  in  the  north-west  corner  of  Wapello  County, Kirkville,Sddyville  area  close 
to  the  Mahaska  County  line.  Previous  to  1841  the  country  was  in  primeval  condition.  J.p.  EDDY 
in  1841  was  permitted  by  the  Government  to  lay  claim  to  640  acres.  He  was  an  Indian  trader  and 
brought  with  him  several  artisans.  He  came  from  WARREN  COUNTY,  OHIO,  whore  many  Sinnard's  lived. 

Aunt  Hattie  Sinnard  Pashley,  daughter  of  Abe  JR  bl827  ,  told  me  that  her  father  end 
hie  brother  Cyrus  bl825  had  charge  of  moving  the  livestock  and  horses  to  the  new  Iowa  .  They 
followed  the  family  and  had  to  ford  streams.  I  do  not  know  if  Abraham  and  Mary  came  up  .  the 

Des  Moines  River  by  barge  or  boat,  or  if  they  came  by  wagon..  - 

Mary,  Abraham's  wife  died  January  9,1858.  All  but  one  of  their  children  that  had 
reached  maturity  were  married.

-Cyrus  and  Mary  had 
one  child  Charlotte  born  1852.  The  Mother  died  leaving  Charlotte  who  was  raised  by 
her  grandfather  John  Kirkpatrick.  Charlotte  married  &  Mr. —  Me  Carroll. 


The  Pension  and  Service  record ‘of  Abraham  Sinnurd  (War  of  1812)  I  thought  interesting.  The 
nui*  was  spelled  Sinnard  and  also  Sinard  in  places.  Government  correspondence  with  the 
Executor  John  Kirkpatrick,  reveals  they  wished  to  know  if  expenses  could  be  met  for  his  death. 
The  reply  was  that  the  Physician  Dr.  D.C.Duesinom(Sp???)  bill  was  $14.00  for  medical  aid 
rendered  during  last  sickness,  also  coffin  was  $18.00  that  the  executor  had  paid  the  same  from 
his  estate,  and  decedent  left  sufficient  means  to  liquidate  the  expense  of  his  last  sicknass 
and  burial  expense.The  Pension  for  his  service  in  the  War  of  1812  was  $8.00  mo.Certifica#106l5 
Abraham  died  July  27,1871  being  a  mo.  over  80  yrs  of  age.  Abraham  and  Mary,  their  8th  son 
Cyrus  and  Cyrus'  first  wife  Mary  Annt  are  all  buried  on  the  same  burial  lot  .This  Kirkville 
cemetery  ground  had  been  furnished  by  Jno.Kirkpa  trick.  Many  early  settlers  are  buried  here. 
Abraham  has  a  metal  military  marker  besides  their  headstone-  and  Cyrus  has  a  Gov't  atone  marker 
He  was  the  only  member  of  the  Abe  Sinnard  family  that  served  in  the  Civil  War  .

vicinity.  He  thought  they  came  by  River  route,  down  the  Ohio  River  to  Cairo , Ill-then  up  the 
LIi93i93ippi  to  Hannibal,  Mo.  They  likely  took  the  water  rcute  again  when  they  went  furthor  we3t 
the  Ui030uri  River.  Loyd  informed  me  that  William  and  Elizabeth  purchased  a  lot  in  1870 
in  Bedford, Lio.  Bedford  at  that  time  was  a  boat  terminal  from  Brunswick, Mo .  on  the  Missouri  R. 
Loyd  recalls  as  a  small  boy  it  was  a  groat  tobacco  center,  with  many  tobacco  shods  standing. 

Loyd  did  considerable  research  learning  many  things  about  hia  grandparents  and  some  other 
SINNARD*'3  etc.  On  Sept  .23,1870  William  A«  and  his  wife  Elizabeth  deeded  to  E«A -BRADLEY  in 
Craves  £  Laaper  addition  a  Lot  in  Chillicothe,Mo .  The  record  3h07/s  he  ovmed  land  3  milos  east 
of  Shoal  Croak  July  14,1870.  Loyd  recalls  the  river  bridge  crosses  BRAND  R.IVER  at  that  point, 
a  large  twp  story  house  stood  there.  His  father  told  him  people  by  the  name  of  FINLEY  had 
lived  in  the  house.  (Loyds  grandmother  Elizabeth's  maiden  name  was  Finley)  William  and 
Elizabeth  bought  lots  in  Euly  1371  and  records  show  Elizabeth  sold  property  Feb  15,l38l  which 
indicates  William  likely  passed  away  between  1871  and  l38l^„y 

Loyd  also  learned  at  the  CocrtHouse  that  a  THOMASES  INN  AR.D  married  an  HYALINE 
BLACKMAN  Oct  22,1363  Recorded  Jan  9, 1364  (  MT3  wonders  if  her  name  night  have  been  BLACKBURN)

record.  (Thomas  Arnold  princtial  Sp??«  Boo  W*  Folger  and  Sd.V.Warren  for  Jane  Arnold  dec. 
Heirs  are  Thomas  Anterry  Arnold  &  NANCY  SINNARD  May  9,  1338)  Carrol  County  joinsxAhxiixx 
LIVINGSTON  COUNTY  being  just  south. 

Loyd  found  in  Livingston  Court  House  that  THOMAS  W  SINNARD  &  EYALINE  SINNARD,  husband  £ 
wife  deeded  property  to  Hohn  Dockery  1/5/1370  in  northwest  part  of  Livingston  County, — Also 
a  deed  from  MONTGOMERY  COUNTY,  INDIANA  showed  GEORBSANA  R.  SINNARD  deeded  the  wife  share  of 
property  to  her  husband  JOHN  C.  SINNARD.  The  property  v/as  located  9  milos  north  and  one  mile 
west  of  Chillicoihe,  dated  April  19,1870
